" The Key of Confederation of British Col- 
umbia w.ib Canada is lost ; th« finder will 
please relnrn it to Bunoum & Co., at Ibe 
Thea.re Royal. We extract the fo lowing 
news from the Weekly 'loronto Globe, ol 
March 20ih:-Tbe North West question, it 
•iBoappeurs, has .esumea- a very uulavorabie 
aspeot. Wbotheror not the British Gov- 
ernment perceived that the present govern- 
ment at Ottawa are unequal to the task of 
openioe up to eettl -uie.il tho valuable tracts 
ol land lyin K wa te in those vast teg 00 B is 
not yet known ; but ibis seems certain, thai 
then have refused to implement the agreement 
made uith the Conference tn London last 
year. The, have refused lo transfer the 
control o( tho North West Territory to the 
Government of Canada." 

And in an item in tho same issue ho 
says : 

" The ft rmation ol a League for the pro- 
motion of Conledorution is announced in 
iu. Ciaomwj bo' since tbe Imperii.! Gov- 
« r i,a»i» decline* to gW« ih« LtMdttM the 
dominion ol the North West Territory, all 
none ol realizing any advantages Irons a 
union wrth Canada is effectually knocked on 
tbe nead." 

Id anothor column of 'he Bim.'jour. 
nal appears an article on >he ostimatos 
written ovidently by some one olso 
than its Tarter editor, that concludes 
as follows : 

» To Confederation alone can this colony 
look for tbe much need d reform. It -is now 
too evident thai a cheap and efficient gov- 
ernment cannot, be otrtKiurdd auAer the pie 
■ent r.gime, and tbe few men who oppose 
Confedera te under the be ief that such a 
Kovernrnent can otherwise bo bad, must now 
be convinced of their eirrr." 

Evidently the Morning News is n 
model newspaper 1 It is literally a 
free press, each editor expressing his 
own opinions no matter wne her their 
opinions clash or not. The Tartaric 
acid of tho amateur tditor flows iut 
Id the following classical words in tho 
Mandarin dialect: "All hope ot 
realizing any advantages from Cauadn 
is effectually knocked in tho bead j" 
whilst the other editor neutralizes the 
acid by telling u« that— " To Confe- 
deration alon« can the colony look for 
reform ; and the lew men who oppose 
Confederation must now bo convinced 
of their error." Whatever merit 
there may attach to a journal that 
makes it a point to advocate both sides 
cf the ssme subject in tho satuo issue, 
or however ludicrous such a conrso 
may appear to tho public, no ono can 
justify tbe conductors or contributors 
to a public journal when they wilfully 
deceive the public by publishing falso 
statements. No one, therefore, will 
justify the News in uttering false 
statement when we say that thero 
is no truth in the two extracts from 
its columns stating that tho Imporial 
Government had refused to trunsler 
tho North West Territory to Canada; 
and paiiculariy when Iho flot ation 
of its mis-statements was con tame a" 
in the same paper from which it mad* 
its extracts. The first quotation 
from the News appears in tho Toronto 
Globe of March 20th, in a letter from 
its Ottawa correspondent dated Murcli 
13th, and is so far correct as au e.\- 
»»<•/>>. But ft nart of tho unfairness 
in making this extraot was in nut 
stating it was so reported by a corres- 
pondent ot tho Globe, a pupor oppos- 
ed to the Coalition Government, and 
without such opportunities to get 
correct information on such a subjoci 
as aro afforded to correspondent*, 
of gi.V!>rnm-"t journals. In tho nox' 
place, tho News, in its unfairnoss, ha»-

if all tho correspondence to 5th December 
had been brought down, then tho Govern-

Men Mr McDougall said the position taken 
by the member for Chuieauguay seemed to 
be this, — that the Government should have 
entered into some kind of negotiations, secrei 
or otherwise, with the Imperial Government, 
in order to ascertain belorelmnd » hat special 
terms and c ndilionB ought to be adopted in 
bringing this Territory under tbe jurisdiciion 
of the Government of this country. The 
Government had taken a dtferent view, the 
Unwn Act declaring that the Aorl/t Weit Ter- 
ritory might be handed over to the jurisdiction 
of Canada on such terms and conditions as 
should be expressed in the address of the two 
houses of Parliament, The Uoverumout as- 
sumed thai, in pursuance of that Ant, what 
ihey had to do was to ascertain for themselves 
ihe terms mid conditions on which they would 
ncoept the Territory, and having got the 
uBseul ol boih houses to those tern s they 
lorwarded the address to the Homo Govern- 
ment, and now awaited iheir answor. An 
hon gentlemnn opposite thought this Gov 
era men t was censurable because no answer 
wits jot received.

If Ihe Im- 
perial G vernmeot and Parliament had othe> 
terms and conditions lo prop se wo would 
have to pronounce upon them when preset! 
ed to ua. As regarded the delay, they hoped 
and expected i hat probably the next mail would 
bring the aiLtcft of the Imperial CoeefHoutU. 
I'bu house knew thut in England the Premier 
had retired and another had taken bis place, 
and neeensarily delays and changes of policy 
would occur. This might account for some 
ol the delay in answering Iho uddress, which 
he confessed ho very much regretted. He 
did think there were high reasons of State 
why this question should be settled at tho 
earliest noment; be thought so still, and 
he mu>t say there had been no failure ol 
duly on tbe purt ol llii- Government in urging 
tho mailer * * * * tie would say, 
however, that in Newloundland there were 
several gentlemen occupying prominent posi- 
tions who took purl in tbe negotiations of 
1864, and who were still anxious that tha 
colony should enter the Union. It was well 
known what views were expressed by ibe 
Governor ol NewloundlaDd when recently in 
this country, and the newspapers of the last 
lew ws^ks showed that thoio was a desire 
prevailing among a large, portion of the peo- 
ple ot lhal Colony to join their fortunes with 
ourp. As regarded British Columbia, at a 
public meeting presided over by the Mayor ol 
Victoria resolutions in favor of union were 
passed, and similar resolutions bad previously 
been passed unanimously, he believed, by ihe 
Legislature.

Mr Mackenzie (leader of Upper Canada 
opposition) pointed out tbat ihe visit of the 
Governor of Newfoundland and the aoiiou 
taken in British Columbia were subsequent lo 
the epeecbea made by the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works to which ho hud referred. He was 
happy to believe that there was a desire for 
union among a large proportion of those col- 
onies. 

Sir John A Macdonald said the Minister 
nf Public Works had not meant it to be in- 
forred that the expressions used by the Gov 
ornor of Newfoundland and Ihe resolutions 
passed in British Coulmbio were the oniy 
indications the Government had had ol n 
prospect of onion with those colonies. He 
could assure ihe house tbey bad had frequent 
communication of a very important nature 
all lending in the direction ot an extension 
of ihe union, long before these indications
